BEIJING ( A P )  - Beijing tax authorities are 
seeking nearly $2 million in back taxes and 
fines from outspoken Chinese artist Ai Weiwei, 
who was released last week from nearly three 
months in detention, his close friend said Tues- 
day. 

Ai was released on bail last Wednesday and 
Chinese authorities said he confessed to tax 
evasion and pledged to repay the money owed. 
His family has denied he evaded any taxes and 
activists have denounced the accusation as a 
false premise for detaining Ai, who spoke out 
against the authoritarian government and its 
repression of civil liberties. 

informed Ai that he owed around 5 million 
yuan ($770,000) in unpaid taxes and would 
be fined about 7 million yuan ($1.1 million) 
- totaling just over 12 million yuan ($1.85 
million), said Beijing human rights lawyer 
Liu Xiaoyuan.

WHEREAS, on April 14, 1988, the City Council of Livermore, Kentucky, 
Inacted Ordinance No. 3-88 establishing rules, regulations and conditions 
if service applicable to the municipal natural gas, water and waste water 
ystems of the City; and, 

WHEREAS, the City Council has determined that it is desirable and 
ippropriate to now enact a new Section XI1 of said Ordinance; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF LIVERMORE,

The City, within its sole and absolute discretion, may, but is noi 
equired to, mail a pink reminder notice to customers on the 10th day 01 
he month. If the total amount of any bill shall remain unpaid at the 21sl 
lay of the same month, the service for such unpaid service to the remise5 
;hall be disconnected and no re-connection shall be permittedl excepi 
ipon payment of the entire bill, including any late charges, together witt 
I re-connection charge of $20.00 for water. Further, such residential ant 
:ommergai customer's required deposit shall be 575.00 for water service. 

If any deadline date falls on a Saturday, Sunday or legal holiday, suck 
jeadline shall not expire until the next regular business day thereafter 
leposits shall be no excuse for delinquency. In extreme or emergency case5 
>f need, application can be made for arrangements with the City Clerk foi 
?xtra time on.payment of their bill before cut off of service. Nevertheless, bil 
mist be paid in full by the last day of the same month in such extreme 01 
tmergency situations, exclusive to only death or hospitalization, with pro0 
>y providing death certificate or funeral home death verification, newspapei 
iublished obituary notice, itemized hospital bill, or hospital discharge 
siease, with cut off on the next business day.

All other sections and clauses of the aforesaid Ordinance of April 14 
1988, as previously amended, shall remain in full force and effect except a$ 
snacted herein.
